INTERVIEW SUMMARY 

An in person interview was conducted with the Examiner Sally Sakelaris on February 
16, 2005. Applicants in attendance included an inventor, Per Andersson, a representative for 
the Assignee, Hakan Bergander, and two representatives for the Applicants, David Fox and 
Melissa Acosta. 

Applicants first stated that the record should indicate that Mian et al. teaches the 
Sanger method of sequencing. Applicants also discussed possible amendments to distinguish 
the present invention in view of the prior art of record, for example a common application 
area which is supported by the specification page 2, lines 25-27, page 13, lines 1-2, and 
Figure 4a-4d, see item 1. Another items discussed was more than one reaction area per 
microchannel structure, which is not taught by either Ronahgi et al. and Mian et al. 
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
